Wool Dutt. — The Secretary of the Treasury, 
Howell Cobb, in his recent Treasury circular, has 
the following in reference to what is to be considered 
the cost of imported wool, which is to regulate its 
admission free of duty: 

In schedule 1 of the tariff act. it will be seen, there i« a 
provision for the admission free of duty of sheep'* woel, 
unmanufactured, of the value of twenty cents per pound 
or less at the port of exportation. The question has been 
submitted whether, in estimating the value in snch cases at 
the port of exportation, the expenses of packing, commis- 
sions and other charges incident to the shipment of articles 
for exportation are to be included. 

The value referred to in this provision of the law is the 
current market value or price at which the article in ques- 
tion could bo generally purchased ]>er pound, and does not 
include the charges and expenses mentioned orothercharges

incurred in t he 
after purchase. 

Commissions and shipping charges are, however, under 
the laws levying duties on imports, to be added to the for- 
eign market value of imports, as a part of the value on 
which duties are to be assessed on entry in ports of the 



United States; but they constitute no part'of~t£e'vlhie in 
the foreign market as referred to. 

That is to say, wool costing twenty cents and un- 
der is to be admitted free, but the duty is to be cal- 
culated on the 20c plus the shipping and commission 
charges. This, we are informed by wool dealers, is 
the rule to be adopted.

General Assembly, second day.— Report of the 
delegates to the Evangelical Convocation of Rhod 
Island, announcing a resolution that the Convocation 
withdraw from connection with the New School Pres- 
byterian Church, and a report from the truste 
the church erection funds, was read. The report of 
the delegate to the General Convocation of New 
Hampshire shows that a separation of the New 
Hampshire churches from the General Assembly has 
been discussed, but postponed. There is a fair pros- 
pect of adjusting the difficulty arising from tho 
Presbyterian Historical Society of Philadelphia, rel 
ative to the centennial commemoration of the reunion 
of the Synods of New York and Philadelphia in 
1758. The matter has been referred to a special 
committee. A similar memorial has been sent to 
the Old School Assembly, now sitting at Lexington 

Third day. — Reports from various committees 
were read and accepted. Nothing of general inter- 
est transacted. Adjourned to Monday. 

Lexis utox, Ky., May 23. 

The Presbyterian Assembly had an animated de- 
bate on the report of the Board of Missions. Drs. 
Breckinridge, Adgee, of South Carolina, and Jones, 
of Georgia, participated The Assembly finally, 
after amendments, unanimously agreed to the report 
The church was crowded. Two hundred and seven- 
ty-five members are now in attendance. It is the 
lagest assembly ever held. 

Shelblkne, N. S., May 23 

The ship Robert S. Lane, with 600 emigrant pas- 
sengers, bound from Liverpool for New York, struck 
on Brazil rock, off Cape Sable, on the night of the 
21st. and backed off" again in a leaky state. About 
300 of the passengers, consisting of the women and 
children, were put on board a schooner at sea and 
were landed here last evening. All are well. Th u 
ship succeeded in getting into the harbor to-dav by 
continually working the pumps, with loss of rudder. 

Interestino from the Rlsso-Chinese Fron- 
tier. — The Union publishes an interesting letter 
from Mr. McCollins, written at Irkontsk, in Russia 
Tartary, on the 4th of March last. This gentleman 
was appointed last year Consul of the United States 
at the Amoor river, and is now on his way to his post. 
He went by the way of Moscow, where he was pres- 
ent at the coronation of the Emperor in August last, 
and there met the Governor of the province in which 
his consulate lies. The Governor offered him a 
conveyance to the shores of the Pacific in his suite, 
as he was about returning home. Mr. McCollins 
accepted the offer and was posted across Silieria to 
Irkontsk, on the shore of Lake Barkal, where they 
were obliged to winter. He took advantage of this 
delay to visit the Russian trading town. Kiachta, 
through which the vast overland trade of Russia 
with China is conducted. 

He describes this city as being in fact two towns, 
one Russian and one Chinese, separated by a broad 
open space between them. The trade is carried on 
by barter, and here the Chinese duty is collected. 
A large quantity of teas and silks are, however, 
smuggled across the frontier farther west. At 
Kiachta the trade is conducted with great secrecy, 
as t o details, each merchant keeping the secrets of his 
business to himself, they beingfamily heir-looms, and 
as such descend from father to son. Mr. McCollins 
adds that the country in that vicinity is very quiet 
and peacefully disposed, and the Chinese merchants 
gave very little importance to the stories about in- 
testine difficulties in the central provinces or the at- 
tacks of outside barbarians in the South. At Pekin 
everything was reported to be exceedingly quiet. 

At Kiachta a large dinner was given to the Con- 
sul, at which the officials and a large number of 
Russians and Chinese merchants assisted. Mr. Mc- 
Collins made a speech, in which he explained to 
them the advantages of the new route of trade 
through the Amoor river which he hoped to open to 
them, by which they would get their western goods 
much cnea|)er than by the present laborious and 
costly process of land carnages across Siberia, 
which took from four to twelve months according to 
the season. This suggestion was well received by 
Iwth parties. The Emperor of Russia, the Emperor 
of China, and the President of the United States 
were each toasted and loudlv cheered. 

Mr. McCollins will proceed to the banks of the 
Amoor by land, and then take water conveyance 
down that stream to its mouth. He states that ad- 
vices have been received at Irkontsk that vessels 
drawing fourteen feet of water have entered the 
Amoor river, through a channel which had before 
been considered accessible only to vessels of very 
shallow draught. During the entire journev he has 
been received and treated in the most cordial man- 
ner by the Russian officials, and speaks in high 
terms of their good will to him as an American, and 
to Americans generally. They seem to be quite well- 
informed as to our affairs and our * 
tion. — -V. Y. Herald. 

Details by the Niagara. — The foreign mails 
by the Niagara have lieen received. We tind but 
little of interest to add to the telegraphic 
from Halifax, on Wednesday. 

The opening of Parliament for the transaction of 
business was the chief topic of political interest. 
The chief topics not mentioned in the Queen's speech, 
which it is proposed to bring forward at the present 
session, are the following: a bill to amend the act 
substituting other punishments in lieu of transporta- 
tion; a bill relating to savings banks; a bill to amend 
the oaths taken by members of Parliament, in favor 
of the Jews. Lord Palmerston promised to intro- 
duce a parliamentary bill at the next session; and 
Mr. Roebuek expressed himself satisfied with this 
promise. 

The talk on 'Change at Liverpool was that things 
were better, and would continue to grow better; that 
the Chinese storm will soon blow over; that when 
Baron Gros and Lord Elgin make their appearance 
under the shade of twenty war ships and thirty 
thousand bayonets, the brother of the sun will assent 
to negotiation, make peace, enlarge the treaty, and 
pay all the expenses; that we might have obtained 
all this by ourselves, but that an allied fleet, and an 
allied army, intimate that all hope of resistance has 
departed, for that all the great barbarians are now 
of one mind. 

The bakers of Manchester have advanced the 
counter t>r ice of bread to 7d the 41b loaf. 

Mr. James Gudge, who for the past forty-two 
years has held some important •ffice in the House of 
Commons, and for the greater part of that tune has 
tilled the responsible position of chief clerk of the 
journals, a highly lucrative post, pnt an end to his 
existence in London on the 7th. 

The London Globe of Friday evening, 8th instant, 
seems to think that the Grand Duke Constantine will 
not visit England: though a Paris letter says he had 
been invitedby the Queen.

^"The pearl fishery excitement in New Jersey 
continues unaliated, and many persons have atian- 
doned respectable and profitable callings to delve in 
the mud of the banks near Paterson, for pearl mus- 
cles. The majority have met with disappointment, 
while a few have been successful, and pearls are re- 
in d, ranging in value from 
One of the pearls has been sold 
& Co., of New York for $900, and is val- 
ued bv the present holder at $1,500. A young man 
obtained five small but very fine pearls, some ten 
years ago, but not knowing what they were, kept 
them till the present discovery, when taking them 
to Tiffany & Co. he receive* *25C for them. Five 
gentlemen on Great Notch Brook, near Paterson, 
have a hundred pearls. Some 40 years ago, it is sta- 
ted, this pearl fishery was known, but for some reason 
was not prosecuted to any extent. One resident in 
the neighborhood had heard his father say that when 
a boy he had seen large shiny substances found in 
the oysters in the neighborhood, which were used as 
plavthings among the children, and although now 
known to be pearls of value, were no more esteemed 
at the time referred to than pretty marbles. The 
first pearl this season was found in a muscle, after 
boiling, and had it not lieen ruined by the heat 
it is thought would have been worth several thous- 
and dollars. 

"Muxmy" ok Egyptian Wheat.— At one of the 
last meetings of the Academie des Sciences, at Par- 
is, M. Guerin Mineville produced a number of 
wheat stalks of more than seven feet in height, each 
of them bearinK splendid ears. This fine species of 
wheat was obtained from five grains that were 
found in an Egyptian tomb, where for thousands of 
vears they had !>een preserved from all external in- 
fluence. Sown in 1849, they grew up luxuriantly 
and yielded a 1200 fold produce, in consequence of 
which M. Drouillard made various comparative ex- 
in Southern and Central France and in 
which experiments have been regularly 
and their results officially confirmed. 
One-half of a field was sown with the Egyptian, 
the other with our common wheat, and the produce 
■ was CO fold, of the latter II fold, while 
t in France a seven or eight fold produce is 
a fair one. Sown in single grains, the 
wheat yielded a 556 fold harvest. The 
i are now made in always increasing ex- 
n 1,000 kilogrammes (2;200 
s) of "mummy " wheat have been sown this 
year in the sub-department of Morlaix. 

A sjsjs. 6b I new article, called "Refined 
Cotton Seed Oil,*' has been introduced into the mar- 
ket, for burning and machinery purposes. It is a 
handsome oil, and sells at $1 to $1 03 per gallon, 
bleached at $1 10, and the crude article at 60 to 70. 
Cotton makes an immense quantity of seed, the only 
use for which, heretofore, has been as manure. There 
has been much talk for several years past of crush- 
ing it for oil, but the general opinion has been that 
it did not contain enough oil to make a paying busi- 
ness. Recently two mills have been put into opera- 
tion for this purpose, one at New Orleans and the 
other at Providence. The public have not yet been 
informed whether the oil is good enough or abun- 
dantly sufficient to make the crushing of this seed 
a profitable business. Some sanguine calculators at 
the South have, in times past, estimated that the 
seed would produce the planter, when it came to be 
used for oil, half as much as the cotton itself. 

Fbkkch BA> KKti*TB. — The French laws are very 
severe against bankrupts; and when the Credit Mo- 
bUier mania collapses, many distinguished individu- 
als will find themselves in a tight place.

He deals with France from 1837 to 1*41: England from the 
acce»,ion of Sir Robert Peel to the fall of the Peel Minis- 
try in 1836- f*om this year to the accession of Queen Vic- 
toria, in 1837; from fc«r accession to the renignaUon of Lord 
Melbourne, in HSk from the restorntion of the V* lug Min- 
istry to their fall in 1R41. These af? important annals 
with a great variety of occurrences ana aspects wnicn 
should be impressed on the memory of every 6fie Who 
would duly understand the snluequent periods. The two 
most interesting and opportune sections of the volume — 
upwards of two hundred page* — are devoted to Anglo-In- 
dian history. Sir -Archibald reverts to the origin and pro-

ent condition of the Russian repre>entation at Pekin 
will be read with particular interest at the present 
moment. It is from the New York Journal of Com- 
merce and is no doubt substantially correct: 

The history of Russia's representation at that capital, as 
we uuderstaud it, is simply this: By a treaty with China In 
17V, Russia was permitted to maintain a "clerical" mission 
at Pekin— for the purpose of promulgating the doctrines of 
the Greek Church within the circle ot certain Russian tol- 
diers. who were taken prisoners in 1«W5 at Albaan, on the 
Amour, and carried to Pekin, where they were formed in- 
to a body-guard of the Bogdokan. Until quite recently, 
the mission seems to have been of a character purely reli- 
gious—not political. Few of its transactions were known 
to the world until within the last three years— duce their 
publication in several Urge volumes at St. Petersburg. 

Since 1849, the town of Kiachta, on the northern fron- 
tier of China, has become an important place, in conse- 
quence of the greatly increased traffic between Russia and 
that empire; and it S now regarded as {ha Russian capital 
of the frontier region. It is about niue hundred miles 
north of Pekin, to which city there is a regular post-route; 
and it now has a military commandant and a civil govern- 
or. It is correctly said by the Berlin correspondent of the 
London Times that "Russia ha* continued to obtain con- 
cession* and acquisitions from China, until she Is now ena- 
bled, in an emergency, to lead an army to Pekin, either 
from the north, or, in the summer time, down the Amour, 
in small steamers, which she already possesses ftaia, and 
thence to the Peiho river, where it would reach Pekin from 



, small stesmers, 'which she already possesses there 



the south."

USURY — Concluded. 
Whilst usury laws restrict the interest for the use 
of money to a friven rate, and whilst they restrain 
vou from buying from vour neighbor his own note 
at a rate of interest greater than that established by 
law, they do not restrain you from selling a given 
amount of gold for double the amount in sflver. 
TCor do they restrain you from buying the note of a 
third party from your neighbor for half its face. 
Now, if vour neighbor has not the right to sell his 
■>«y price his interest might | dictate by 
ot common sense can that right tie 
I to a third party? 
Usury laws do not reatra-'n J ou from buying or 
borrowine land, cotton, gold, or silver, and selling 
or returning them, as the cane may be, at any rate 
of proiit or interest that you may contract for, how- 
ever large. Yet usury law-makers may fancy that 
there is a great distinction between these articles 
and coin, and between selling and lending, and that 
it would be both immoral and impolitic to allow the 
same freedom of traffic in the one as in the other. 
This distinction is aliout as novel as that made by 
a certain Irish Magistrate. One Patrick McCarthy 
sued one Michael O' Flaherty before Esquire Gil- 
patrick for ejecting him from "his house; McCarthy 
proved tiiat O' Flaherty ejected him by saying— 
"Come out of my hou»e, Mr. McCarthy," where- 
upon the esquire gave judgment for damages 
against O'Flahcrtv. In delivering his opinion he 
contended that there was a vast difference be- 
tween, "6'ome out o f my house, Mr. McCarthy," 
and "Mr. McCarthy, come out of mv house." The 
first, said be, was a command, wlufe the last was a 
request merely. 

Unless usury laws can he successfully evaded, 
theor inevitable effect is to drive money to other 
States, where interest is not restricted, or where the 

7 protect- 
propor- 
harder to 

borrow, being scarcer, and the borrower will l>e 
obliged not only to pay an advanced rate, but he 
will also have to pav for the risk the lender runs in 
violating the law. " 

But those who take the other side of the question 
will probably Ray that the money lender would take 
advantage of the necessity of the borrower if there 
were no usury laws to protect him. But they must 
bear in mind'that the privilege which the lender en- 
joys is not special. Every man may, if he 
convert the proceeds of his labor into money 
wait "for a good time coming" when he can make a 
large interest on his capital. Other men prefer to 
invest their means in lands or some of the great 
staples of the country and realize a much larger in- 
terest than money would have yielded. In this 
they have greatly the advantage of the man who 
holds his means ia money. This too is a privilege 
that everybody may enjoy. It may so happen that 
men who, instead of investing in money, invest in 
pork, may say, "Thank God, I'm not like other peo- 
ple," without ihe risk of being called a fool by the 
money lender. 

It is sometimes argned that the money lender 
would exact an exorbitant rate of interest when the 
borrower's property is in legal jeopardy. Well, in 
all such cases the question of profit and loss pre- 
sents itself. If the borrower will lose less by bor- 
rowing the money to pav his debt than he would bv 
suffering the sacrifice of' a forced sale, it would ac- 
tuallv be a crueltv to him to interpose a usury law 
which would induce the mouey lender to buy the 
property rather than to loan his money at the legal 
rate of interest. In such a case the money lender 
is actuated by the same motive as the man who in- 
vests in flour. The motive in both cases is gain. 
Nor can all the usury laws in the wide world lessen 
the advantage that in such a case the money lender 
has over the unfortunate debtor. And to say that 
such a case is hard is only to remind us that such is 
the imperfect condition of all things human that 
under any system of society and laws there must l>e 
bard cases. It is not a good argument against 
usury to say that there are Shylo •' among money 
lenders, for a man who possesses none of the human 
feelings which would induce him to relieve a poor 
fellow-man from monetary distress would not open 
his hand to feed the starving. 

If usury is a fraud, or even a great wrong, let us 
inquire who the parties to the fraud or wiong are. 
The borrower and lender are doubtless the guilty 
parties. They comprise the whole mercantile com- 
munity; and, they being merely the representativ es 
or agents of the general producer, the whole com- 
munity are parties to the fraud or wrong. Now, to 
prove that usury is either fraudulent or wrong, it 
must be shown that it affects the borrower or lender 
injuriously. That it does not injure the lender, is a 
point conceded by everybodv; and to prove that it 
does not operate to the disadvantage of the borrow- 
er generally, it seems to me to be only necessary to 
observe the significant tact, that, when money is 
very abundant and interest, consequently, low, * the 
most daring, reckless, and disastrous speculations 
are entered into. When money is scarce and inter- 
est high, men are not apt to plunge headlong into 
doubtful speculations. The public domain is not 
grasped and held for speculation by the rich to the 
great detriment of the poor producer. It is not, then, 
the high rate of interest that the people pav that 
causes the wide-spread ruin which so often befalls 
ns. By the mere competition of money, the price 
of real estate and the great staples of the country are 
run up far beyond the point justified by a healthy 
consumptive demand, and the ruin which necessari- 
ly follows cannot, of course, be attributed to usury. 
If the country desires to get rid V)f the commercial 
revolutions caused so frequently by such transac- 
tions, let her put down all bank* of issue and keep the 
legal standard of valve pure and wholesome, and leave 
It free and untrammelea by restrict I re lavs. 

Were it only by the effect that w e could correctly 
adjudge a cause like this, New York would furnish 
all the proof needed; for 1 will venture to assert that 
there is more usury committed in that city every 
day than there is in any ten States in the Union, 
aud yet she is the greatest emporium of the greatest 
and most prosperous State in the country. Her usu- 
ry law is a dead letter, although its violation in- 
volves a forfeiture of the principal and interest. 

It has been asserted that men who live on the in- 
terest of their money are drones, and that the law 
ought to restrict interest to a very low rate in order 
to force them to invest in some active business and 
engage in some useful labor. If the industrious bee, 
who has labored diligently throughout the long sum- 
mer to lay up her winter's store, can l>e called a 
drone, then such men are drones. But admit for the 
sake of argument that they are drones. How can 
you force them to labor or to invest their money in 
any particular business by usury laws? If the rate 
is so low that the interest on a man's money will not 
support him, he will, of course, convert his cash into 
houses and lots, lands, or other species of property, 
and live on the rents. And where is the difference 
whether he invests his money in active busmess or 
loans it to some one who does so? A man who is 
worth half a million will not work unless he does so 
for diversion or from motives of avarice, and, un- 
less you make it unlawful either to take any inte- 
rest at all for the use of money or to receive rent or 
hire for property, or unless you confiscate his pro- 
pert/, you cannot effect the end proposed. But to 
adopt any of these measures would be to destroy all 
incentive to labor or economy; for if the rich must 
werk, whether they will or not, it would be just as 
well to be poor and let each day provide for itself.

13d: Marvland (sound), t>>id to9>tfd. 

Breadstuff's— Owing to the prevalence of easterly winds, 
veascls have been prevented from eutering port, and the 
receipt- of grain and llour during the week have been in- 
c nsiderable. The improvement noticed last week has 
been still farther stimuUU-d by diminished stocks, the gen- 
eral healthy tone of country markets, the enhanced value 
of English wheat, and reported advances outhe Continent. 
The trade, although more extensive than for some time 
past, has been more legitimate because more influenced by 
actual demand than by the operations of speculators — this 
is especially true of wheat and flour. Wheat has been 
largely dealt in by millers and for Ireland, the demand 
running mainly upon red, upon which an advance of 3d to 
4d has beeu established within the week. Western Canal 
flour, owing to its lower pric?, has been more freely taken 
than the better grades of Ohio, and has advanced Is per 
bbl.

Indian 
corn, mixed, 35s; yellow, 35* 6d; white, 3fia tid to 37s 6d. 

Bacon has been very quiet, the demand being restricted 
by the backwardness of the season, and the want of veget- 
ables, prices have been feebly sustained, and on the leas 
desirable descriptions of Cumberland and lying Middles, 
ribbed, slight concessions have been submitted to— in the 
other qualities previous values have been realized in a re- 
tail way. We quote long middles, ribbed, 64s to 65s; bone- 
less, 67s to 57s Bd; short, ribbed, 67« to 68s; boneless, 60s; 
Cumberland. 53s to 65s.
